underſtanding, and many times at leaſt not the uſe 
of common Reaſon or Senſe, avd the Evidence a- 
gainſt her in effect acknon ledging as much, which 
wa confirmed by her pteſent ſtupid carriage at the 
Birr, The Jury looking upon her as Nos Comps 
lion tit at the time of the Fact committed, could 
nor finde her guilty in the eye ot the Law, of the 
Crime for which ſhe ſtood indictec. 

wo Legerdem in Ladies of profound experience 
in the myſteties of Sthoplifting s one of chem having 
been whipt at the Carts ta il but the very laſt S. ions, 
were convicted for ſtealing two pieces of Callicoe, 
uoder pretence of buying Lo kerum.

Swords, and one of the Bayliffs la ſt his life in the

e next was a tedious tryal of a young fellow 
for breaking open the houſe of a worthy Gehrleman 
his late Maſter, and ſtealing thence a Spivilh 
and othet Goods, to the value of Fourty pound, 

There' appeared ſeveral violent preſumptions of 
Guile, bo / ſog where the Gua was found had 
ſworn directly before the Juſtice, that the Priſoner 
was the man that ſold it; and another, that he ve- 
rily believ'd him to be the man but now neither of 
them would ſay further, than that he was ſomewhat 
like him. ThePriſener had a great number to ſpeak 
in bis behalf, but few couln ſayan way tothe pur- 
poſe'; and the Court declarcd themſeſves ſenlible
